W ashington, Aug. 27.—Gifford Pln- 
chot, of the National Conservation aa- i 
aorist ion, and form er head of the gov­ 
ernm ent forest service, holds that the 
toss of property and life in the recent 
and present forest fires was unneces 
sary. 
Tha disastrous results, he says, are 
traceable to tha 
unpreparedness to 
deal with the fire situation. He scorer 
members of congress who bn va oppos 
ed 
appropriations 
for 
the 
proper 
equipment of forest rangers, and in 
that connection nam es Senator Hey 
burn, of Idaho, whose home town, W al­ 
lace, suffered serious loss; 
Senator 
C arter, of M ontana, and Represents 
five Mondeli, of Wyoming. The state 
meat follows: 
Praises Forest Rangers. 
"I am proud of the splendid work 
the men of the forest service have 
been doiug against the weatern forest 
fires. Many of them have given their 
lives to protect the homes of settlers 
anti the forests on which the prosper 
tty of the western people depend. 
To 
my mind their conduct is beyond ail 
prsise. 
A fire in the forest is the same 
kind of a thing as a fire in the city. 
There is only one way to fight either. 
The fire departm ent of every city is 
organised with the prim e Idea of get 
ting to the fire when it is young. So 
with forest Area. The tim e to conquer 
’hem is before they grow strong. 
“lf a forest is equipped with roads, 
trails, telephone lines and a reason 
able number of men for patrol service 
’.here is bo more likelihood that great 
fires will be able to get started than 
there is thst great conflagrations like 
Die Chicago fire will get started in a 
city equipped with a modern file de 
pa i t meat. 
‘ The forest service has done won­ 
ders with the handful of devoted men 
It bas put out every year many thou­ 
sands of small fires, any one of which 
under favorable conditions might have 
developed into a conflagration which 
I pooh men could not atop. 
“This 
year. because of the areal 
drought, the worst in much of the went 
for more than 
tw enty years, there 
were too many fires and too few rang 
era for the work. 
Calla Firs Lesson Clear. 
“The lesson from these forest fires 
is perfectly clear. W hen a city suffers 
from a great fire It does not retrench 
in Its fire departm ent, but strengthen* 
it. That is what the nation must do 
on the national forests. 
“The men in congress, like Hey­ 
burn. C arter and Mondeli, who have 
made light of the efforts of the forest 
service to prepare itself to prevent 
just such a calam ity as this, have in 
effect I»eea fighting on the side of the 
fire against the general welfare. 
"I believe our people will take this 
lesson to heart and insist that the 
settlers and their wives and children, 
the lumber men and the miners and 
the $2.<HXH)0 0 .0o0 worth of national 
property in the national forests shall 
he adequately protected.”

The pioneer days are over, save In J 
a few jilaces. and tbe more comjilex I 
life of today calls for a greater va* j 
rlety of good qualities than was need 
ed ou the troutier. 
There is need af

of uew abilities which m n be brought 
to high perfection only by a kind of 
training useless In pioneer times, but 
these uew qualities can only supple­ 
ment 
and 
never sup|>iani 
the old. 
homely virtues; tbe need tor the spe 
elal nnd distinctive pioneer virtues is 
as great as ever. 
In other words, as our civilization 
grows older aud more complex, while 
It Is true that we need new forms of 
trained ability and uecd to develop 
men whose lives are devoted w holly to 
the pursuit of s|ie* lal objects, it is yet 
also true that we need a greater and 
not a less development of the funds 
mental frontier virtues 
These virtues Include the power of 
self help, together with the power of 
joining with others for mutual help 
and. what is especially luijMutant. the 
feeling of comradeship, of social good 
fellowship. 
Any man who bad the 
good fortune to live among Hie old 
frontier conditions must 
Iii looking 
back realize bow vital was this feeling 
of general com radeship and social fel­ 
lowship. 
There wen* good men nnd bad men 
In the new communities lust as in th** 
old communities, aud the conditions 
on tb e frontier were such that the 
qualities of the good ami bud alike 
were rather more atrA iugl.v manifest 
cd tban 
In older communities, but 
among the men who tried to lead hard 
working, decent lives there was a feel­ 
ing of genuine democracy, which rep 
resented an approach to the American 
Ideal w ti I*-ti we certainly should do 
everything in our jaiwei to preserve 
We did not try to say that men were 
equal when they were not equal, but 
we did our l»est to secure something 
like an equality of opportunity and an 
equality of rew ard for giswl service, 
and. moreover, each man ex lasted to 
I** received, and on the whole was re­ 
ceived wherever he went on the f*M>t 
lug that his merits warrantisl. 
Now. so far as (NISSIM*. th e s e quali­ 
ties and 
the conditions that 
bring 
about these <110(111108 should Im* kept ill 
the great slates which tire growing 
out of the old frontier communities 
W e .need to strive for the general so 
cia I betterment of the people as a 
w hole and yet to encourage individual 
liberty ami set high reward on Individ 
ual initiative up to the point where 
they become detrimental to the gen 
erat welfare 
In continually aud earnestly strivlug 
for this i»cfteriiit*ul of social ami e**o- 
nomic conditions In our complex In­ 
dustrial civilization we should work 
In the old frontier sjdrlt of ruggtsl 
strength and courage and yet with tbe 
old frontier sjdrif of brotherly com­ 
radeship and giHMl will. 
I <lo not mean thst we should refrain 
from hating wrong 
On the contrary. 
I 
would preach fiery wrath against 
wrong. 
But I would not |»res**ii such 
w rath against the wrongdoer am e in 
th«*se esses w here his wrongdoing real 
ly Is due to evil moral attributes on 
his |*an ami not lo a w rong or false 
system, of which he I* almost as milch 
the victim as the l**ut*rielary 
Sometimes a wrong re|>resentN the 
del!t»erate wickedness of the wrong­ 
doer. Iu which case the remedy Is to 
punish bim. but sometime* ii repre 
scuts tbe effects of a fills* social ays 
tem. in which case the right course is 
to alter what is false in the system 
Both principles need to be kept in 
view aa guides to our conduct, and it 
Is necessary sometime* to work Iii ac­ 
cordance with one and sometimes lit 
accordance with the other. 
Before ending I wish to say a word 
on something w hi< b. I believe, should 
es|HN.*iaily interest ail meu who live iii 
the o|>en country, aud especially all 
men who duriug the lout thirty years 
have lived aud worked on ranches or 
liuvedooe their life work iu the wilder 
parts of our Innd. on the great plains 
or among the mountains 
The phase of our national life In 
which the attackman, the milling pros­ 
pector. the Troutier farm er aud their 
associates were the chief characters 
was not only an Important, but also a 
very picturesque phM-e. 
Often su< Ii a (thus* passes without 
any great artist arising to commem* 
orate it, 
The old time Imckwoodsman, 
for instance, the man of the back coun­ 
try. who lived iu the eastern forests. 
through which tile waters ran east­ 
ward to the Atlantic ami westward to 
the Mississippi, passed away without 
auy jislnter or sculptor arising who 
Ihadossed at ouce both the keenness of 
vision to see what a vital aud pic­ 
turesque figure the backwoodsman was 
and the genius adequately to present 
that figure 


M onument For Remington. 
The artists who saw the picturesque- 
ness of the backwtxidsman lucked the 
genius adequately to com mem orate it. 
w hile tbe artists of real ability iinfor 
tunately had their eyes turned toward 
Enroj>e and lacked the robust original­ 
ity—which the novelist Cooper showed 
—to see where their chance lay to do a 
great work. 
But in our generation for our good 


fontina- a great artist arose who was 
capable of seeing and of recording tbe 
Infinite picturesqueness of tbe life of 
tbe plains and tbe Rockies. 
Of course 
I speak of Frederic Remington. 
He 
was one of those Americans who by 
their achievements distinctly deserved 
well of America. 
He worked with 
pencil, with brush, with chisel. 
He 
was , both a painter and a sculptor. 
Ills pictures and his few bronzes are 
equally good. 
When my own regiment, a typically 
western 
regiment, 
recruited 
mainly 
from the men of the great |>lalns and 
the mountains, was disbanded at Mon­ 
tauk Point, the officers and enlisted 
meu joined iu giving me Remington's 
bronze broncho buster, a gift which I 
thought peculiarly appropriate, coming 
from such a body of men. 
In Remingtou’s pictures all the most 
vivid and characteristic features of tbe 
western pioneer life which is Just clos­ 
ing were set forth, and he has com­ 
memorated forever the men of the 
pinilist and tbe mountains as they ac­ 
tually were. 
Tbe cowboy is his favor­ 
ite type, but the mining pros|>ector. the 
frontier farmer, the mau who guides 
ox wagon or mule team, the soldier, 
the indian—all appear. 
Now I wish 
very much that these men themselves 
would in their turn provide a m onu­ 
ment for tbe great artist, the sum of 
whose activities represents such a fea­ 
ture of American achievement and. 
above all, represents the com m em ora­ 
tion of some of tbe most Interesting 
figures that have ever aj>peared on the 
stage of American life. 
A statue should be raised to Rem­ 
ington by some really first class a r t­ 
ist. 
Here at Cheyenne in this gather­ 
ing 
many 
hundreds 
of 
the 
meu 
have come together who were them ­ 
selves typical leaders in and represent­ 
atives of tbe very life w hich Reming­ 
ton so portrayed that it will alwaya 
live. 
I hope that these men will join 
together, arrange tbe appointment of 
a committee and start to raise funds 
for the erection of such a statue.
